UK. Charges 8 in Terror Ring 


Men accused of conspiring to attack U.S. financial buildings 


LO N D 0 N I British police charged eight terror 
suspects Tuesday with conspiring to commit 
murder and use radioactive materials, toxic 
gases, chemicals or explosives to cause “fear 
or injury” in a case involving an alleged top 
al Qaeda operative at the center of a U.S. 
terror alert this month. 

U.S. Attorney General John Ashcroft said 
federal authorities were determining whether 
to press charges in the United States against 


the men, including Dhiren Barot, the top 
al Qaeda suspect accused of conducting 
surveillance of financial institutions in New 
York, Washington and New Jersey. Barot has 
previously been identified as Abu Eisa al- 
Hindi or Abu Musa al- Hindi. 

The charges for the first time officially 
linked the Aug. 3 arrests across Britain and 
a series of arrests last month in Pakistan to 
the Aug. 1 terrorism alerts surrounding the 


New York Stock Exchange and Citigroup Inc. 
headquarters, the International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank buildings in 
Washington, and the Prudential Financial 
Inc. building in Newark, N. J. 

The eight were accused of conspiring to 
commit murder between January 2000 and 
Aug. 4, 2004. They also were charged with 
planning to cause a public nuisance by using 
radioactive materials, toxic gases, chemi- 
cals or explosives to cause “disruption, fear 
or injury.” jill lawless (ap)

Many Jobless in 
Charley’s Wake 


Floridians face the 
unemployment line as 
services start to return 

PORT CHARLOTTE, FLA. I Still 
smarting over the loss of their 
homes, Hurricane Charley’s vic- 
tims turned out by the hundreds 
in 90 -degree heat Tuesday to cope 
with the storm’s latest blow to their 
lives — the mass shutdown of busi- 
nesses that has left them without 
jobs. 

“Charley laid me off,” said Rose 
Vito, a 57-year-old telemarket- 
ing assistant in red-plaid paja- 
mas, lined up outside the Employ 
Florida mobile benefits station in 
Port Charlotte’s Harold Avenue 
Recreational Center parking lot. 
“Without phones and computers, 
they can’t function.” 


None of the choices on the 
unemployment form — suspen- 
sion, temporary layoff, discharge/ 
performance — seemed to fit her sit- 
uation. So in the space that demand- 
ed a “reason for separation,” she 
wrote: “Hurricane Charlie.” 

For thousands of Floridians, 
Tuesday was a day when services 
cut off by the storm’s rampage last 
week were being gradually — and 
sporadically — restored. Federal 
disaster assistance money began 
flowing, state officials cracked 
down on price gouging and postal 
workers handed out mail. 

The death toll rose from 19 to 
20. An 86-year-old man who had 
evacuated his home fell and died

An American jailed in Saudi Arabia 
on suspicion of ties to terrorism has 
a right to challenge his detention in 
a U.S. court, his lawyer told a fed- 
eral judge Tuesday.

CHICAGO I Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
announced Tuesday that the state 
will set up an Internet network 
within the next month to help 
Illinois residents buy cheaper 
prescription drugs from Canada, 
Ireland and the United Kingdom. 

Other states, including 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, already 
have Web sites to help residents buy 
drugs from Canada, but Illinois is 
the first to tap into Europe. 


Blagojevich has been a leading 
figure in the push to allow the pur- 
chase of prescription drugs from 
outside the United 
States. Prescription 
drug imports are 
banned by the fed- 
eral government, 
but Blagojevich and 
others believe they 
should be allowed 
at a time of skyrocketing prices for 


medicine in the United States. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration is against allowing drug 
imports because it says it cannot 
guarantee the drugs’ safety. 

Illinois plans to contract with a 
Canadian company to connect con- 
sumers with a network of foreign 
pharmacies thathave been approved 
by state health inspectors. 

Blagojevich said safeguards 
would be built in, including limit- 
ing the imports to refills of already 
approved prescriptions, (ap)

Rumsfeld Wary of Reforms 


Defense chief eyes pros 
and cons of proposed 
intelligence director 

WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld conceded 
Tuesday that a new, powerful intel- 
ligence director could bring “some 
modest” improvements to efforts 
to safeguard America but warned 
that any changes must not hurt the 
flow of information to military com- 
manders. 

“We need to remember that we 
are considering these important 
matters ... while we are waging 
a war,” Rumsfeld told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. 

But the tide seemed to be turn-

ing against letting the Pentagon 
retain sole control of most of the 
nation’s largest intelligence agencies 
and toward following the Sept. 11 
commission’s suggestion to create 
a position of intelligence director 


with near- Cabinet rank. 

Even the acting CIA director, 
John McLaughlin, endorsed the 
idea of giving the proposed direc- 
tor control over foreign intelligence 
spending, but not intelligence 
spending used solely for military 
planning. 

The Pentagon now controls 
roughly 80 percent of the estimat- 
ed $40 billion spent on intelligence 
each year. 

Rumsfeld told the panel that 
consolidating defense intelligence 
agencies under a new director — 
outside the Defense Department 
— “could conceivably lead to some 
efficiencies in some aspects of intel- 
ligence collection” and “some modest 
but indefinable improvement.” (ap)

Texans Found in Nigerian Orphanage 


HOUSTON I Seven Texas children 
were discovered abandoned at a 
Nigerian orphanage, suffering 
from disease and malnutrition, 
and have been brought back to 
the United States. 

Child Protective Services, which 
received emergency custody of the 
children Monday, is investigating 
accusations that the children’s 
adoptive mother abandoned them 


in Nigeria in October and later 
went to work in Iraq as a private 
contractor. The Houston woman, 
whose identity was not released, 
allegedly left them at a Nigerian 
school that later discharged them 
for nonpayment of tuition. 

The three boys and four girls, 
ranging from 8 to 16, were discov- 
ered in late July by a visiting Texas 
missionary, (ap)

Study finds combining 
drugs and talk therapy 
most effective for teens 

CHICAGO I Combining drugs with 
talk therapy works best in treating 
depressed adolescents, the first large 
study of its kind has found, echo- 
ing research in adults showing that 
treating the disease requires more 
than a pop-a-pill quick fix. 

Although the study found that 
psychotherapy plus Prozac works 
better than either method alone 
at treating depression in adoles- 
cents, including reducing suicid- 
al thoughts, the study does not 
resolve questions about potential 
links between some antidepres- 
sants and suicidal thoughts and 
behavior in children. 

Overall, 71 percent of patients on 
the combined treatment had scores 
showing substantial improvement 
on a depression rating scale. The 
combined treatment involved 
Prozac plus a form of psychother- 
apy, which teaches problem-solving 
skills and ways to refocus negative 
thoughts and behaviors, (ap)

Sharon OKs Addition of 
1,000 Settlers’ Homes 


Israelis insist W. Bank 
houses will not violate 
U.S.-backed ‘road map’ 

JERUSALEMI Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon has approved the con- 
struction of 1,000 more homes in 
Jewish settlements in the West 
Bank, officials said Tuesday. The 
move violates a U.S.-led peace plan 
that calls for a building freeze. 

However, Sharon’s aides say they 
have Washington’s tacit approval 
because the houses would be built 
inside existing settlements that are 
among the enclaves Israel wants to 
keep in a peace settlement. 

President Bush has acknowl- 
edged that, even in a peace arrange- 


ment, Israel would not be expected 
to give up main settlement blocs in 
the West Bank. 

U.S. reaction was muted 
compared to earlier statements 
against settlement-building. State 
Department spokesman Adam Ereli 
said, “Our concern is to determine 
whether these tenders are consistent 
with Israel’s commitments.” 

Palestinians denounced the 
plans and Israel’s moderate oppo- 
sition Labor Party demanded that 
the projects be canceled. 

The issue of Jewish settlement 
construction is a major irritant 
between Israel and the Palestinians 
— who claim all of the West Bank 
and Gaza and demand that all the 
settlements be removed, (ap) 


Al-Sadr Snubs Negotiators 


Cleric declines meeting, blames violence in Najaf 


BAGHDAD I Iraqi delegates deliv- 
ered a peace proposal to aides 
of Muqtada al-Sadr in Najaf on 
Tuesday, but the militant cleric 
refused to meet with them as explo- 
sions, gunfire and a U.S. air strike 
on the sprawling cemetery echoed 
across the holy city. 

The delegation was kept wait- 
ing for three hours at the Imam 
Ali shrine, where some of al- 
Sadr’s fighters have holed up, but 
were not allowed to meet with the 
cleric and left Najaf after talking 


with his aides. 

Al-Sadr did not show up because 
of the “heavy shelling from the planes 
and tanks of the U.S. forces,” said an 
aide, Ahmed al-Shaibany. 

Both the mediators and al- 
Sadr’s deputies described their 
talks as positive. Al-Shaibany 
said the delegation would return 
Wednesday to meet with al-Sadr

PO RT- AU - P R I N C E I Ajury on Tuesday 
acquitted a leader of a paramilitary 
group blamed for killing some 3,000 
people, after a 14 -hour murder trial 
that angered human rights groups 
and provoked criticism of the new 
U.S. -backed government. 

Louis-Jodel Chamblain was 
acquitted of the murder of Antoine 


Izmery, an importer who bankrolled 
former President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide’s presidential bid in 1990, 
the year before he was ousted in a 
coup. During the regime that fol- 
lowed, Chamblain led a paramili- 
tary group blamed for killing some 
3,000 regime opponents. 

Chamblain returned from exile 
in the Dominican Republic this year 
to lead rebels in a three-week revolt 
that ended with Aristide’s ouster. He 
remains jailed on charges he ordered 
the killings of several people in an 
Aristide stronghold in 1994. (ap) 


CARACAS, VENEZUELA | Venezuelan 
election officials agreed Tuesday 
to conduct a sample audit of the 
results of a recall referendum won 
by President Hugo Chavez — an 
attempt to disprove opposition 
allegations of fraud, officials said. 

The National Elections Council 
— along with the U.S.-based Carter 
Center and the Organization of 
American States — will conduct 
an audit of votes from 150 polling 


sites, said Nelson Rampersad, the 
opposition’s representative in the 
council. An OAS official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
confirmed the plan. 

The audit will compare the 
results produced by touch-screen 
voting machines and paper receipts 
of each vote, the officials said. No 
date for the audit has been set. 

Chavez won Sunday’s referen- 
dum by almost 58 percent accord- 


ing to official results endorsed by 
the OAS and Carter Center. But the 
opposition has refused to accept 
the outcome, alleging massive 
fraud. 

At the United Nations, Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan appealed to 
Venezuelans on Tuesday to settle all 
issues related to the referendum “in 
the same civic and democratic spirit 
that prevailed during the voting.”

New bus service has 
ability to extend green 
lights along Route 1 

FAIRFAX, VA. | New express buses 
coming to one of northern Virginia’s 
fastest-growing corridors will 
include technology that every com- 
muter would want — the ability to 
extend green lights. 

Metro, Fairfax County and the 
city of Alexandria are teaming up 
to offer the Richmond Highway 
Express bus service — nicknamed 
“REX” — beginning Sept. 26, trans- 
portation officials said. 

The blue and purple buses 
adorned with a golden lion logo will 
include technology that can auto- 


matically extend green lights up to 
10 seconds so buses can move more 
quickly along the Route 1 corridor. 

The buses will include fareboxes 
that accept SmarTrip farecards. The 
plastic, rechargeable cards can also 
be used at Metro subway stations. 

The express bus service is intend- 
ed to shorten the time it takes to 
travel from Fort Belvoir to the 
Huntington and King Street Metro 
stations, officials said. 

REX will make 12 stops along 
Richmond Highway, instead of the 
more than 40 stops made by Fairfax 
County connector buses.

No explanation offered 
for last-minute delay 
of stock offering 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | Google’s long- 
awaited initial stock sale, which 
appeared imminent Tuesday, was 
delayed while the company awaits 
final approval by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

The Internet search company 
had requested its registration state- 
ment be made effective at 4 p.m. 
EDT. John Heine, an SEC spokes- 
man, said regulators would make 
no decision Tuesday. He would not 
provide a reason for the delay. 

Typically, companies work 
closely with the SEC to ensure all 


paperwork is in order, making final 
approval a routine process. 

Google anticipates its 25.7 million 
shares will be priced between $108 
and $135 each in what could be a $3 
billion initial public offering. 

Since Google announced in April 
it planned to make its stock avail- 
able, it has drawn attention with its 
sometimes odd missteps. 

A Playboy interview with Google’s 
founders, published during a period 
when securities law restricts what 
executives can say, contained mis- 
leading information.

B U S I N E S S I After nearly doubling its 
revenue in the past decade, Toyota 
Motor Corp. suddenly finds itself 
confronting mushrooming quality 
problems. Torrid growth has spread 
thin the company’s famed Japanese 
quality gurus. This means that, in 
places like Toyota’s Georgetown, Ky, 
plant, the pressure is on to retrain 
American workers to take up more 
of the slack. 

When Toyota first began open- 
ing U.S. factories in the mid-1980s, 
some of the most important people 
were midlevel Japanese managers

known as coordinators. 

They were experts in Toyota’s 
lean-manufacturing techniques 
and philosophies, commonly 
known as the Toyota Production 
System, or TPS. 

A central concept was that there 
is an endless possibility for kaizen, 
or continuous improvement, in 
every process. 

But as years went by, Toyota dis- 
covered that its corporate faith was 
getting watered down as the com- 
pany spread its operations world- 
wide. As the auto maker stepped 
up the pace of factory openings 
globally, there were fewer coordi- 
nators for more established plants 
like Georgetown. 

Now, with some rivals closing 
the gap in efficiency and quality. 


Toyota is scrambling to take lean 
production to a new level — one 
that is simple enough it could func- 
tion without the constant help of 
Japanese coordinators with 20 
years of experience or more in 
lean production. 

One effort is the Organization 
Development Group at Georgetown, 
which aims to more slowly and 
extensively nurture American 
shop -floor managers in TPS and 
create future leaders of the plant 
who won’t have to rely on Japanese 
TPS gurus to run day-to-day opera- 
tions at Georgetown. 

“We are getting back to basics,” 
said Gary Convis, a Toyota man- 
aging officer who is also presi- 
dent of the Georgetown plant.

Nobody really needs 
a Porsche Carrera, 
but you can want one 

ROADTESTI The cop, a full-metal- 
jacketed member of the Ontario 
Provincial Police, walked up to 
the car, pushed his cap back and 
said, “New toy?” 

Well, yes and no. The Carrera 
GT, Porsche’s half-million- dollar 
sports car, a 605 -horsepower lin- 
ear-mass accelerator capable of 
more than 200 mph, is certainly 
new. The car is just now going into 
full production in Leipzig, Germany 
— hand assembled at a rate of two 
per day — and so far only about 
50 have been delivered to North 
American customers. 

Toy? Oh, yeah. The car is the 
quintessence of uselessness. It is 
perfect agony to drive in close - 
quarter traffic thanks to its stall- 
happy ceramic clutch. A wallet has 
more trunk space. Driving the new- 
est, greatest Porsche hyper- car on 
the street is like deer hunting with 
ICBMs. 


The Carrera GT is uncompro- 
mised and uncompromising. The 
first impression one gets behind the 
wheel is one of off-the- scale, black- 
hole density, a gravitas that feels 
rooted in the Earth’s iron core. This 
is the sort of vibration-free platform 
they build giant telescopes on. 


The car’s ride quality is unusu- 
ally good, while the handling is 
mercilessly sensitive and accu- 
rate. There is zero free play in the 
power-assisted steering. It goes 
where you point it, so be careful 
where you point it. 

It is also rather sporty. It will 


accelerate from 0-60 mph in 3.5 
seconds, according to Car and 
Driver, and cover the quarter-mile 
in 11.2 seconds, with a trap speed of 
132 mph. That last number is tell- 
ing: This car doesn’t find its pro- 
digious stride until it gets over 100 
mph. From 0 to 100 mph takes a 


mere 6.8 seconds. 

At speeds above 75 mph, the car 
deploys its rear spoiler to help cre- 
ate road-holding down force. At 
186 mph the car is subjected to 880 
pounds of down force, most of that 
generated from the ground- effects 
underbody and spoiler, but even the 
suspension arms are shaped like 
inverted wings to extract precious 
pounds of down force. 

The Carrera GT also stops hand- 
ily, thanks to its four enormous, car- 
bon-ceramic disc brakes. The car’s 
anti-lock system allows you to stand 
on the brakes as you approach the 
corner. The car feels like it’s hit some 
sort of braking-zone force field.

Last time I had an oil change, the 
mechanic suggested I have the 
transmission fluid changed soon. 

He said he would charge more than 
$100 to do this for my 2001 Ford 
Focus. Is that a reasonable price? 

That depends how much more 
than $100. Depending on the vehi- 
cle and whether or not the shop is 
offering a special, the going rate is 
$99 to $140. The procedure is also 
highly beneficial. 

I have a lO-year-old Honda Civic 
with chronic thermostat issues. 


I had to replace both the radiator 
and the thermostat two weeks ago. 
Now the ABS light comes on all the 
time. Are these problems related? 

The ABS and the cooling sys- 
tem are not linked in any way, so 
those are almost guaranteed to be 
separate problems. I suggest you 
have the brake system flushed 
and checked for possible sensor 
failure. 

I have a 2004 Toyota Corolla. 

When I’m stopped at a light, I often 
notice that, after a while, the car 
sort of lurches forward a bit and 
then settles down. Is this anything 
to be worried about? 

Yeah. Talk to your dealer, it 
shouldn’t be doing that. It sounds 
like the computer isn’t able to prop- 
erly maintain idle control. If this 
only happens when the air condi- 
tioning or defroster is on, it’s highly 
probable the computer may need to 
be reprogrammed.

The Next Blog Thing 

Web-savvy music fans push their favorite bands — sometimes too far 


TECHNO I The blog has begun to 
emerge as both a music industry 
friend and a potential bootlegging 
nightmare. 

These do-it-yourself Web sites 
— often a single, crudely produced 
Web page — mixjournal- style com- 
mentary with links to news, music 
and video content. 

Blogs are seen as a valuable viral 
marketing tool for labels looking 
to hype new acts. But many of the 
same Web sites are developing 
into the next possible headache 
for copyright owners. 

That’s because some sites are 
plugging new music from under- 
the-radar acts by hosting and dis- 
tributing unlicensed MP3 files. 

A recent beneficiary of a blog- 
built buzz is Island Records act The 
Killers. The Las Vegas-based quar- 
tet was hot among an influential 
community of tastemakers who 
were using their blogs to rave about 


The Killers’ album, “Hot Fuss,” and, 
in some cases, link to the band’s 
own site. Other acclaimed acts like 
Interscope’s Scissor Sisters, Rough 
Trade’s Fiery Furnaces and Epic’s 
Franz Ferdinand have all been suc- 
cessfully hyped on blogs. 

The sites are becoming a favored 
meeting ground for the type of 
early-adopter fan that record 
companies covet when spreading 
word-of-mouth for baby bands and 
critic- driven acts. 

Popular music blogs tend to 
be the personal Web sites of avid 
record collectors, DJs and journal- 
ists who are ahead of the curve on 
new music. 

Some of the most influential 
blogs are sidelines written by 
media professionals associated 
with the music industry. 

The typical blog is not an island 
unto itself, but rather part of a 
wider community of blogs strung 


together by links to sites with simi- 
lar interests. 

Along with this ability to cre- 
ate community interest in art- 
ists comes the ability to distrib- 
ute MP3s. 

Bloggers are evangelizing 
music they love by hosting or 
posting links to unlicensed MP3s 
on their sites — often without the 
prior consent of the label or art- 
ist. The most trafficked MP3 blogs 

— Fluxblog, Scenestars, TofuHut 

— can draw thousands of visitors 
each day. 


Defenders of MP3 blogs note 
that the sites typically post only a 
handful of tracks from a given art- 
ist, and they often provide links to 
mainstream music retailers. 

Rachel Hurley, a 30 -year-old 
blogger based in Memphis and 
founder of MP3 blog scenestars.net, 
says she started the site with a group 
of friends so they could keep up with 
what others were listening to. 

“We’re not 13 anymore. We don’t 
have time to sit around the house 
playing records for our friends,” she 
said. “Most of what we write about 
doesn’t have a lot of exposure.”

Droves of food industry groups 
have declared days, weeks and 
months in honor of the edibles they 
sell. Originality and efforts to cel- 
ebrate are the only requirements 
for a listing in “Chase’s.” 


Few people know that 
January is National 
Hot Tea Month or 
June is National Iced 
Tea Month. 

It’s not as silly as it sounds, said 
Michael Mazis, a marketing profes- 
sor at American University. There 
is a long tradition of successfully 


pairing products with holidays 
— think candy and flowers on 
Valentine’s Day. 

Joseph Simrany, president of The 
Tea Council of the USA, acknowl- 
edged that few people know 

January is National Hot Tea 
Month or June is National Iced 
Tea Month, but said aware- 
ness has grown since they 

were created 10 years ago. 

His group spends nothing pro- 
moting the events beyond mailing 
out press releases. The goal is to get 
media organizations to use the pro- 
motions as hooks for stories. 

National Seafood Month 
(October) is a bigger deal for the 
National Fisheries Institute, which 
spends more than $20,000 a year 
promoting the event to restaurants 
and retailers. 

Linda Candler, the group’s 
spokeswoman, said the payoff is 
worth it. Though she says most 
people don’t know about the 
month, seafood sales generally go 
up in October. 

And she doesn’t mind sharing 
with October’s other celebrations. 

“They all sound good,” Candler 
said. “Maybe we could do a co -pro-

Washington Post columnist SALLY JENKINS was online Tuesday from Athens to 
discuss the latest news from the Olympics | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


With empty seats at the Olympics 
and people I know not watching it on 
TV, including myself, what does that 
say for the future of this event? 

The cities currently bidding to 
host the Olympics should think seri- 
ously about whether they really do 
want them. It’s not at all established 
that they bring anything to a city but 
huge construction headaches and 
debt. Athens may spend a genera- 
tion paying for these games. Also, 
TV ratings have been consistently 
spotty the last few years. 

But what you and I consider indi- 
cations of the health of the Olympics 
actually don’t matter. What matters 
is the sponsors and their determina- 
tion that the Olympics is a great tool 
for pitching products and making 
inroads into foreign markets. 

What can you tell us about the 
Australian swimming program? I 
am enjoying the swimming, but NBC 
seems to want to turn it into a USA 
vs. Australia event, ignoring some 
great European and Asian perfor- 
mances in the pool. 

Yeah, NBC gets really myopic. 
It’s good for ratings, they think, if 


they pitch the swimming as a big 
rivalry. A rivalry is certainly there, 
but it’s not the end-all of the action 
in the pool. 

As for the Aussies, they have a 
rich swimming tradition. It’s prac- 
tically their national pastime. 

I have heard the winds are blow- 
ing like crazy over there and won- 
der how that is affecting our sailing 
team. Has it affected other sports? 

Lots of capsizings. You can see 
white water and the heavy chop. 
Apparently even the big hydrofoil 
high-speed ferries that take you to 
the islands are rolling so bad it’s 
making the passengers seasick. 

But on land, it’s a beautiful wind. 
They love their wind in Greece. 
There’s a famous monument to it, 
the Column of the Seven Winds, in 
the ruins of the old city.
